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Formal Tory 
Note Urges

Boost Budget 


The Liberal-Democratic Party 
yesterday submitted a formal 
written demand to Finance Min- 
ister Hisato Ichimada for an 
upward revision of the min- 
istry’s draft budget for the next 
fiscal year. ‘! 

The demand was personally 
handed to Ichimada by Policy 
Board Chairman Takeo Miki. 

The action followed the deci- 
sion of the Tory party leader- 
ship Tuesday night to call for 
a thorough alteration of the 
budget blueprint. 

The decision reflected the 
mounting dissatisfaction within 
the party. It has been charged 
that the ministry’s budget pian 
showed little concern for the 
party’s key planks, such as 
education, social security, road 
improvement, promotion of 
agriculture and exports, and aid 
to small business. 

The written demand called 
for reconsideration of the bud- 
get blueprint on the ground that 
it failed to embody the party's 
key policies. 

it also demanded reexamina- 
tion of the tax cuts, fiscal in- 
vestments and the loan program 
envisaged in the budget blue- 
print. 

The party will map out a con- 
crete strategy for its fight for 
bigger appropriations at a meet- 
ing today between Miki, Ex- 
ecutive Board Chairman Eisaku 
Sato and Secretary General Sho- 
jiro Kawashima. 

The negotiations with the 
Finance. Ministry will reach a 
climax today and tomorrow. 
Both the Government and the 
party stil plan to have the 
final budget plan approved at 
a Cabinet session Saturday. 

Miki visited Prime Minister 
Kishi yesterday 
evening and reported on his 
meeting with the Finance 
Minister. 

Ichimada, meanwhile, told 
reporters that he had no inten- 
tion of changing the Govern- 
ment’s basic policy on budget 
compilation, earlier approved 
by the Cabinet. 

However, he said he would 
negotiate with other ministries 
with due consideration to the 
demands of the party.

million military pay raise, rang-

$423.60 for four-star generals 
and admirals. 


Under the plan, which applies 
to all ranks, a minimum 6 per 
cent raise would go to every 
man with more than two years’ 
service, 

The military pay raise is the 
first of several which the 
Administration will ask Con- 
gress to approve in a $1,058 
million plan covering 1,820,000 
servicemen, about one million 
civil service workers and a half- 
million postal employes, 

The Administration opposed 
all pay raises last year as “in- 
flationary.

in another section of his note, 
Gaillard also said German re- 
unification was closely tied up 
with any discussion of a de- 
atomized zone in central Europe. 

Gaillard further said. he did 
not see the need for any new 
ncnaggression pacts, 

“i do not sce,” he wrote the 
Soviet Premier, “how France 
and the members of NATO 
could seriously think peace and 
security would be consolidated 
by hew nonaggression pacts.” 

Galllard said it would be more 
useful if the Soviet Union would 
agree to abide by the deci- 
sions of the United Nations in 
cases ef aggression. He spect 
ficaliy recalled Soviet support 
of North Korea despite UN. 
rulings. 

The French Premier rejected 
Soviet demands that nuclear 
powers stop testing weapons. 
He said this could certainly 
not be considered disarmament 
since the powers could go on 
manufacturing as Many atomic 
and hydrogen weapons as they 
pleased despite the testing ban. 

He referred to an open let- 
ter from Soviet Communist 
Party chief Nikita 8S. Khrush- 
chev to Lord Russel! 
which would limit nuclear arms 
to Britain, the Soviet Union 
and the. United States which 
already have them. 

Gaillard rejected this. 

Gaillard’s letter was drawn 
up in Consultation with other 
menibers of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO).

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fia.,

U.K. Uses Troops

“Kanal,” the Polish film play- 
ing at Marunouchi Nikkatsu, 
Shibuya Pantheon and Shinjuku 
Milanoza, is. unique in its handl- 
ing of the tragic resistance of

fajda presumably makes a4 
faithful film transiation of the 
tragic documents of the war. 
Perhaps he tries too many 
things all at once and occasion- 
ally spoila the otherwise power- 
ful drive of this documentary 
by introducing naive party lines 
and incongruous love scenes. 
But such faults and his relative 
Weakness in composition be- 
came almost negligible before 
the powerful exigencies one is 
made to feel as he follows the 
fate of the mén through the 
gioom and filth of the sewers to 
their final annihilation.’ 

This is a picture at once dif- 
ficult and simple to follow. Dif- 
fieult mot because it is Polish 
Dut because the author's inten- 
tions behind it are not always 
apparent, the characters react- 
ing strangely among themselves 
amd extremely siow in revealing 
teemeecives, as in the case of the 
wy looking officertover who 

vee his girl at the last mo- 
ment in the ditch. But it is also 
simple because, whatever its 
nicer detalis, it is really a start- 

picture of the bottomless pit 
of te's inferno.

have committed but by an 
ironic accident of history. 

A brave Polish battalion—now 
reduced to some 40 men and a 
few women—fghting a hopeless 
battle againat the Germans Mm 
the ruined outskirts of Warsaw, 
is ordered by headquarters to 
return to the capital via the 
sewers. The retreating party ix 
led by a brooding young officer 
called Zadra. This man’s charac 
terization (by Wiencerysiaw 
Giineki) does not seem alte 
gether convincing. 

The main action of the pic 
ture takes place inside the 
sewer as they wade through the 
filthy water which comes up 
to their waists. Some go in 
huddiing groups, some by 
couples and some alone. Photo 

aphed impressively (by 

erzy Lipman), a few of them 
are starkly portrayed, like the 
two contrasting sets of lovers. 

The happiest of them is the 
young canteen girl Halinka 
(Teresa Berezowska). She is 
walking on clouds because this 
is her first love and the im- 
minent death looming ahead 
is a matter of little importance 
to her. But one revealing word 
from her selfish lover (Tadeusz 
Gwiazdowski) kills her. A not 
very hopeful lover and young 
Officer Korab (Tadevaz Jan 
czar) finds unexpected hap 
piness in the surprising devo 
tion of the coguetish blonde 
Daisy (Teresa izeuska). 

The most outstanding charac 
terization of them all is the 
pianist who s insane.

Our Own Movie Critics — 
Give Their ‘Best 10’ List 


This being the season when 
most newspapers and maga- 
zines are casting retrospective 
glances over the films of 1957, 
we have decided to give our 
readers the pleasure of learning 
our choices for the year. This 
pleasure is perhaps at bit dubi- 
ous in that one learns much 
more about the critic than the 
film in any list of this kind; too, 
such polls usually turn into a 
kind of cinematic musical 
chairs, all objectivity giving 
way before the final 10th ts 
reached. Still, like all parlor 
games, it is essentially harmless 
and, more often than not, amus- 
ing. 

In Japan, where movies gen- 
erally receive more serious at- 
tention than elsewhere in the 


world, a number. of boards 
yearly give thelr considered 
“best” awards. Perhaps the 


most powerful, if not itself the 
best, is that sponsored by the 
magazine Kinema Junpo. Its 
awards, for better or for worse, 
have come to have a very real 
meaning doth within the indus- 
try and among the public, 

In compiling our own “best 
10” list we have therefore cor: 
related the opinions of our 
critics, Foumy Saisho and 
Donald Richie, with those of 
Kinema Junpo. For purposes 
of comparison we will use KJ 
for the magazine and, whenever 
necessary, FS and DR.

Miss Saisho thought the best 
film of the year was Robert 
Bresson’s “Un Condamne a 
Mort S'Est Echappe” (KJ 4) 
and followed it with “A Hatful 
of Rain.” Her third place was 
given over to “The Bridge on 
the River Kwai’ (KJ 5) and 


Pan y Vino” (KJ 8). KJ’s first,

Richie's Choice 

Richie's choice for the best

In the third 
place he agreed with FS on 
“The Bridge on the River 
Kwai.” For his fourth and fifth 
choices, however, he broke one 
of the rules and listed films not 
publicly shown in Japan: “The 
Bachelor Party” and “The 
Young Stranger.” Both were im- 
ported and shown privately but 
never released. 

His sixth was “Marcelino” 
(KJ 8 FS 4) and his seventh 
was Rene Clair’s “Porte des 
Liias” (KJ 6). The eighth and 
ninth were respectively “A Face 
in the Crowd” (FS 10) and “The 
Sweet Smell of Success” (FS 8). 
His 10th choice also has never 
been locally released: it is “The 
Strange One.” Both FS and DR 
felt that, had they been allow- 
ed an ilith, the choice would 
have been the Italian-made docu- 
mentary on Peru, “L’Imperio 
dei Sole.”

At the end of a 10-day stay in 
Japan the Lall delegation will 
fiy to the United States for a 
one-week tour of New York, 
Washington, and San Francisco. 


Besides exploring possibilities 
of greater Indo-American trade 
the mission will also discuss 
possibilities. of San Francisco 
becoming a good western port 
for Indian trade. 

Main subject in New York 
will be purchase of U.S, wheat, 
sale of Indian manganese ore 
and the possibilities of the 
Americans stockpiling manga- 
nese and mica. 


The mission pians to confer 
with American exporters and 
importers in Washington espe- 
claliy on possibilities of in- 
creased purchase of Indian tea 
and jute goods.

Increased U.K. Trade

British import-export merchant 
predicted Tuesday that Commu- 
nist China would increase its 
foreign trade “steadily” during 
the next five-year period. 

A. N. Silver of the London Ex- 
port Corporation told reporters 
that he felt Britain’s trade with 
Red China would also “increase 
steadily” and that Peiping’s 
future trade prospects were 
“favorable.” 

Silver, who spent five weeks 
in Communist China, arrived 
from Canton by train Tuesday. 

He said he had signed a con- 
tract with the Peiping state 
owned Foreign Trade Corpora- 
tion on the exchange of British 
machinery with Communist 
Chinese commodities, 

Silver would not identify the 
commodities China was willing 
to sell Britain. He also refused 
to disclose the vaiue of the trade 
agreement he had signed in 
Peiping.

“Soviet ambition,” he says “poses a threat to the free counh-

helps to meet all forms of this threat.” 

The Soviet press has denounced his proposals as con- 
ftituting a “war budget” and “another arms race budget.” 
“Never before in peacetime has the United States allocated 
such big funds for military purposes as today” declared the 


Soviet Government organ Izvestia. 


But the British reac- 


tion was that the budget was just about what was to be ex- 


pected in the wake of Soviet 


Russia's “sputniks,” and this, 


we think, will be the general opinion among the democra- 


tie nations. 
The President estimated 


that $5,300 million woulfl be 


spent on missile research, development and procurement, 
compared with $4,300 million in the current fiscal year and 


only $3,001,000 in the previous year. 


The budget provides 


for the first three ballistic missile submarines, a nuclear- 
powered frigate, guided missile destroyers, production of 


the 


Atlas intercontinental ballistic 


missile. three inter- 


mediate missiles known as Thor, Jupiter ond Polaris, anti- 
missile devices, a new warning network and research on 


space satellites and vehicles. 


The provision of funds for extended research in the 
last-named category should set at rest fears that have been 
expressed that the United States has been too content to 
Jet the Russians gain a forward position in a field which 
might in the near future have great military significance. 

While defense is obviously given first place in the bud- 
get, ample provision is made for assistamce to other na- 
tions to remove poverty and ignorance that might make 
them an easy prev for Communist subversion and domina- 


tion. 


In addition to nearly $4,000 million allocated for 


general aid, 2 number of other measures to help other 
countries economically are included. One of the most im- 
portant of these is the expansion of the lending powers 
of the Export-Import Bank by $2,000 million. 


Extension for another five years of the Reciprocal Trade 
Act is, of course, envisaged. Under this law, as previously 
legislated, the United Sttaes has already cut import duties 
on more than 2,000 categories of proucts in order to 
stimulate international trade and permit other nations to 
earn more dollars by increased sales in the United States— 


a matter of deep interest to 


Japan. 


Of course, there have had to be some sacrifices in do 
mestic matters in preparing such a budget. But nothing 
really serious is contemplated. Some Americans will re- 
gret the $100 million cut in Federal aid for overcrowded 
schools near Federal installations and the deferment of re- 
quests for new school construction aid. But on the other 
hand additional provision is made for scholarships, research 
grants and other steps to improve scientific and technical 
education, Veterans’ benefits are to be maintained at the 
present level of $5,000 million a year although revisions 
may be suggested later. This provision for veterans seems 
to have incurred the wrath of the Izvestia which comments 
that part of this money is “to aid such reactionary organi- 
zations as the American Legion.” 

While most people will think the provision for military 


research adequate, so far as can be at present foreseen, Lt. 
Gen. Gavin, Chief of Army Research and Development, 


‘ 


raises a dissentient voice. The funds suggested, according 
to him are not enough. Gen, Gavin, who is to retire on 
March 31 because of his opposition to the Administration's 
research policies, declares the budget is not a significant 
improvement over. last year’s and last year’s budget, he 
Says, he was very unhappy about. 


While it is possible to pick holes here and there, we be- 
lieve the general opinion, both inside and outside the 
United States, will be that the American people will be 
shouldering their big burden in the best possible way to 
preserve democratic liberties and representative govern- 
ment throughout the world if Congress adopts the Presi- 


dent’s financial proposals. 


It is regrettable that Soviet policies should have result- 
ed in such large military expenditure, but until Moscow 
realizes its own responsibility for the arms race other peo- 
ples cannot do otherwise than seek to secure their defenses 
against any possible eventuality. 


Views on U.S. Budget Plan. 


Reaction Here Varied on Large Defense Outlay and Effect on Japan 


President Eisenhower asked 
Congress Monday for a record 
peacetime budget of $873,900 
million. Thie budget for the 
new fiacal year was received 
here ae showing the U.S. deter- 
mination to attain peace through 
strength, 

The intense Japanese interest, 
for which the amount of space 
devoted to reporting and an- 
alysis of the budget plan in 
vernacuiars may be taken as one 
index, arises also from the hope 
that the US, will effectively 
combat any recessionary trends 
with the policies embodied in 
the budget. - 

Some feelings of disappoint 
ment expressed by business 
circles are understandable, be- 
cause healthy development of 
Japanese economy is so greatly 
dependent upon conmtinuance of 
prosperity in the U3, 

Foreign Office authorities have 
expressed a rather optimistic 
view in this regard. They said 
the U.S, Government believes 
that the increase in defense 
apending will prove a major 
prop against a possible econom- 
le slump, 

Including aid to allied and 
other friendly nations, the 
amount for defensive measures 
totaled $47,100 million or 64 per 
cent of the budget total. This 
figure represents an increase of 
$900 million over the estimated 
budget expenditures for this 
fiscal year. 

Mostly on Missiles 

The margin of $900 million is 
roughly equal with the $1,000 
million increment to the appro 
priations for missiles develop- 
ment, which amount to $5,300 
million. For the sake of con- 
venience, it may be said that 
the increase and decrease of 
various other items for defense 
have canceled each other out 
and the missiles budget has re- 
mained as the net increase. 
President Elsenhower said 24 
per cent of the weapons pro- 
curement fund will be spent on 
miseries. 


The structure of the defense 
budget, as seen above, clearly 
shows the U.S. determination to 
catch up with the recent Rus- 
sian success in the field of 
recketry and missiles. 


Finance Ministry authorities 
opined that the strengthening 
of the ties of cooperation in the 
Pree World is as important as 
weapons development in coun 
terbaiancing the Soviet gains. 

They said the foreign aid pro 
gram should command equai at- 
tention with the weapons de- 
velopment. They were not so 
optimistic as the Foreign Min- 
istry officials in regard to the 
boosting effect the budget will 
have upon the American econo- 
my. 

Time Lag Feared 

Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry authorities 
noted that there might be some 
time lag before the procure- 
ment of missiles can be started. 
If this time lag becomes too 
large, they reasoned, the econc 
my boosting power of the de- 
fense budget would be small. 


The amount of foreign aid, 
focus of keen attention here and 
also in other parts of the world, 
totals $3,868 million in the es- 
timated expenditures. The figure 
for new obligational authority, 
which does not necessarily agree 
with the estimated expenditure, 
is $3,940 million.

Yonosuke Goto, research sec- 
tion chief of Economic Pilan- 
ning Agency, thinks that the 
U.S. budget plan is weak in its 
economy boosting power. 


Effect on Export 


As a Government policy 
maker, he expresses apprehen- 
sions that attainment of Japan's 
export target of $3,150 million 
for fiscal 1958-59 might become 
more difficult as a result of the 
U.S. budget policy. 

The attainment of the export 
target is the supreme considera- 


tion that has guided the Japa- 
nese budget compilation for 
fiscal 1958-58, Government po- 
ney makers think that main- 
tenance of a viable economy 
would become impossible for 
Japan without reaching the 
planned export goal.

The 
two conditions are (1) that the 
Us. will successfully combat 
any recessionary trends and (2) 
that the U.S. will devise meas- 
ures to surmount dollar short- 
age in Europe and to help the 
underdeveloped countries. 


Hope Frustrated 


Though he notes the benefi- 
cial effects of the proposed ex- 
paneion of the lending powers of 
the Export-Import Bank, exten- 
sion for another five years of the 
Reciprocal Trade Act and other 
measures to help foreign nations 
economically, Goto warns that 
any failure in economic policies 
would be more disastrous to the 
cause of the Free World than 
the delay in rocket develop- 
ment. 


Through the adoption of defia- 
tionary measures, the Japanese 
Government has succeeded in 
recovering a favorable trade 
balance. And Japan is now ex- 
pecting that expansion of ex- 
ports will bring on real econo- 
mic recovery in the latter half 
of this year. 

The announcement of a “mis- 
sile budget” in the United States 
seems to have frustrated easy 
hopes for economic recovery this 
year. Japanese businessmen are 
now coming to the realization 
that they have to go one notch 
higher in their efforts for ex- 
port promotion.

W ASHINGTON—Jim Hager- 
ty’s soothing-syrups statement 
that the Gaither report showed 
the United States was in no dan- 
ger “at this time” was technical- 
ly correct, yet highly misilead- 
ing. 

This colurmn has seen the Gal- 
ther report and can state that 
it contains a very revealing 
chart giving the parallel mili- 
tary strengths of the U.S.A, and 
USSR. 

The chart shows that after 
World War Il, American mili 
tary strength dropped, then 
caught up and surpassed Rus- 
sia’s during the Korean war. 

But here is the danger which 
worried the experts who prepar- 
ed the Gaither report—most of 
them Republicans—but which 
apparently does not worry Ha- 
gerty: during the Eisenhower 
Administration, the chart shows 
American military strength 
dropping from. its previous 
strong position to a parallel post- 
tion with Russia as of today. 
Thus Hagerty was technically 
correct when he used the words 
“at this time.” 

However, the chart shows 
that at the present rate of Amer- 
ican and Russian production, 
American military strength 
drops rapidly below Russia's 
froin now on. 

The Russian military curve 
goes up. The American curve 
goes down. Within a year, the 
United States will be dangerous- 
ly behind Russia. 

And since it takes two years 
or more for new bombers, new 
submarines, and new missiles to 
get imo production, it will take 
at least two years to reverse 
and remedy the American mili- 
tary down-curve—despite the 
complacency of Hagerty. This 
is assuming, of course, that Rus- 
gia stands still. 

Note—It will be during the 
next two years, when Russia 
has a military advantage, that 
the United States will face a 
grave danger of preventive war,

The English Lan- 
guage Exploratory Committee, Pub- 
lished by Kenkyusha Ltd, Toky- 


The English Language FEx- 
ploratory Committee held its 
specialists’ conference in Tokyo 
in September 1956, with the at- 
teridance of three foreign con- 
sultants, Prof. Charles C. Fries, 
Albert 8. Hornby and Prof. W. 
Freeman Twaddell. 

Various problems of English 
language teaching in this coun- 
try were discussed at the con- 
ference, and the present re- 
port gives the procedure and 
addresses delivered by attend- 
ing members and consultants. 

The report shows the present 
situation of English language 
teaching in Japanese schools, 
its shortcomings and possible 
ways of Improving methods of 


teaching. 
In Conclusions and Recom- 
mendations, it frankly states: 


“Today too many teachers of 
English are teaching about Eng- 
lish, instead of teaching Eng- 
lish itself.” This may give a 
clue as to why students do not 
learn English although so many 
hours a week are devoted to 
this course of study for a per- 
iod of years. 

Oral approach with materials 
scientifically prepared is sug- 
gested as a better way of teach- 
ing. New training for English 
teachers and the retraining of 
old. teachers are also recom- 
mended. Textbooks, too, have 
been theroughly studied, and 
the need of preparing mor: 
practical and scientific text- 
books is insisted upon. 

Though outsiders fully appre- 
clate the efforts of English tea- 
chers in discussing the method 
of teaching, to them it often 
appears that too much time and 
effort are being spent in discuss- 
ing methods and textbooks. On 
the other hand, able teachers 
obtain very good results-even 
with bad textbooks. Thus lay- 
men think that all depend on 
the teachers and not so much 
on methods and textbooks. 

However, the report shows 
how eagerly many English 
teachers are trying to improve 
English teaching at schools and 
trying to find better method: 
and textbooks, and also better 
teachers.—M.J.

Why No ‘Impact’? 


WASHINGTON—Among the 
Other decisions crowding in on 
President Eisenhower is one 
which is a great deal more im- 
portant than it appears on the 
surface, He must approve or 
disapprove a proposal, which is 
before the National Security 
Council, for a new: mechanism 
for measuring at all times just 
where \this country and the 
Communist bloc stand in the 
cold war and the arms race, 


The best way to understand 
the importance of this proposal 
is to recall the most dramatic 
and significant moment in the 
hearings before the Johnson 
preparedness subcommittee, 
when intelligence chief Allen 
Dollies was briefing the com- 
mittee members. 


The senators listened glum- 
ly. while Dulles recited the 
facts—-that the Soviets had been 
testing ballistic missties. since 
1962-1953; that they had stock- 
piled hundreds of operational 
medium-range missiles; that the 
forward bases of the Strategic 
Air Force, except pernaps for 
the Spanish ard Moroccan 
bases, were already subjected lo 
attack from operationai Soviet 
IRBM sites; that the coastal 
areas of the United States were 
aiso subject to submarine-based 
missile attack; that the Soviets 
should have operational ICBMs 
and ICBM bases in the near fu- 
ture, and 80 on. 

. . a, 

Then Sen. Stuart Symington, 
with an assist from other’ sen- 
ators, began asking the obvious 
questions. How long had the 
Central Intelligence Agency had 
such intelligence The C. 1. A. 
began getting “hard” intelli- 
gence on Soviet missile progress 
as long ago as 1952, Dulles re- 
plied. Had the intelligence 
been made available to the Na- 
tional Security Council? Cer- 
tainly. Why, then, had our 
own missile effort actually been 
cut back? 

Dulles replied frankly that 
the C. l. A. had “not been abie 
to impress the N. 5S. C. with the 
impact of the intelligence” 
which the C, l. A. had had “for 
some time.” Why not? At this 
point, Dulles cited the basic law 
under which the C. lL A, was 
created. It was not the func- 
tion of the C. 1. A., he pointed 
out, to compare United States 
capabilities and the capabilities 
of the Soviet Union. On the 
contrary, the C. L. A, was spe- 
cifically enjoined from concern- 
ing itself with the American 
defense situation. The C, L. A. 
was strictly confined to foreign 
intelligence. 


This is not, of course, the 
whole reason why the N. 8. C, 
was not “impressed with the 
impact” of the C. L A,’s intelli- 
gence. The basic reason was 
that the men who dominated 
the N. 8S.

(which both men are) they 
could not possibly have defend- 
ed, to themselves or others, the 
policy of defense ‘cutbacks 
which was central to the whole 
Administration program. And 
yet it is also true that the fact 
that the C. L A. is strictly limit- 
ed to foreign intelligence made 
it far easier for men like 
Humphrey and Wilson to avoid 
being “impressed by the iim- 
pact” of that intelligence. 

For, in the fantasticaliy com- 
plex structure of the American 
Government, there is no single 
body whose continuing, day-to- 
day function, it is to examine 
objectively where we really 
stand in the cold war and the 
arms race. Thus the C. L. A.’s° 
intelligence tends to be consid- 
ered in a vacuum, 

In the pre-Sputnik era, for 
example, leading Administra- 
tion spokesmen repeated over 
and over, like an -incantation, 
that “we have never been 
stronger.” In a literal sense, in 
the sense of total firepower 
available to the American armed 
forces, this was no doubt true. 


But in the only sense in which 
it had reai meaning—in terns 
of the comparative power of 
this country and the. Soviet 
Union—-it was abaolutely wun- 
true. 
* . > 

But it was easy for the 
highest officials to believe their 
own complacent reassurances, 
because no one had the job of 
constantly comparing Soviet 
and American power in mean- 
ingful terms, Theoretically, 
this is the job of the N,. 8. C. 
itself. But the members of the 
N, 3. C. are also the chief gov- 
ernment policy-makers, and it 
is foolish in the nature of things 
to expect the policy makers to 
sit in judgment over their own 


policies. 


Under the present system 
there are only oceasional and 
sporadic efforts to afrive at a 
balanced judgment of where 
we really stand. One. such 
effort was represented by the 
now famous report of the 
Gaither committee. 


There was no intelligence 
made available to the Gaither 
committee which was not also 
available to the N. S.C. But 
because the Gaither committee 
had no’special interest in de- 
fending established policies, its 
members were profoundly “im- 
pressed by the impact” of the 
C. L. A.’s intelligence. The pro- 
posal before the President 
amounts to a sort of continuing 
Gaither committee. The new 
body would have no policy-mak- 
ing function. Its function, in- 
stead, would be to keep a run- 
ning box score on the cold war 
and the arms race, so that in- 
teligence would no longer be 
considered in a vacuum, its 
function, indeed, would be to 
keep rubbing the noses of the 
members of the N. 8, C.—includ- 
ing the President himself—in 
the real meaning of the facts 
collected by the C. L A,

Children of divorced parents 
pay a big price for the mis- 
takes of their parents, accord- 
ing to Judson T. Landis, a Uni- 
versity of California sociologist. 

After a study of 330 college 
students who came from divore- 
ed homes, Landis claimed that 
all of them felt themselves han- 
dicapped in some way. 

“Twenty-three per cent felt 
different from other children, 
20 per cent reported that they 
felt ashamed of the divoree, 16 
per cent felt inferior to other 
children, 10 per cent embarrass- 
ed to face friends and 7 per cent 
reported the divorce was a blow 
to their pride,” Landis stated. 

The divorce rate, now over 
the 400,000 mark annually, is 
becoming a serious threat not 
only to children but to the 
foundations of American. socie- 
ty. 

Everyone can play a part in 
protecting the sanctity of the 
home and the security of fami- 
ly life. Do what you can to re- 
store to all phases of life a res- 
pect for the divine standard of 
Jesus Christ:
